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Attempt made to Taser him... 

Man with ‘knuckle 
duster" is jailed 
after incident 
outside nightclub 


A MAN who became 
aggressive and abusive to 
the police at Porthcawl, 
was later found to be in 
possession of a knuckle 
duster, Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Lori Davies of Waun 
Newydd, Heol y Cyw, 
Bridgend, admitted possessing 
cannabis and possessing an 
offensive weapon. 

He received a 12-month 
prison sentence. 

He had also been committed 
to the court for sentence for 
using threatening words and 
behaviour. 

Prosecutor Tim Naylor said 
an incident occurred outside 
The Breeze nightclub in 
Porthcawl. When the police 
went there, Davies became 
abusive, saying: “I don’t give a 

One of his wrists was 
handcuffed and he broke away. 

He was later taken to the 
ground and was found to have 
a knuckleduster on him. He

was also found to have a small 
amount of cannabis. An 
attempt was also made to Taser 
him before he ran off. 

Davies told officers that what 
he did was out of character and 
that he had been “wound up”. 

He was said to have 
convictions for seven offences, 
including the supply of 
amphetamine. 

Davies’ solicitor, Robert 
Chudleigh, said: “This is a case 
of the utmost gravity - an 
unseemly act of violence.” 

He said Davies had personal 
difficulties following a 12-year 
relationship. He met a group of 
friends near the club. He had 
been involved in drugs and 
alcohol. 

Judge Harris Jenkins, 
sentencing him to 12 months’ 
imprisonment, said: “These 
offences were committed at 


night and it was a prolonged 
incident. You brandished a 
weapon and you even claimed 
you were beaten up by the 
police.” 

He said the contents of a pre¬ 
sentence report indicated that 
Davies showed no remorse 
whatsoever. 

During the case, a man in the 
public gallery seemed to be 
taking photographs of the 
judge and lawyers on his 
mobile phone. 

The phone was taken off him 
and examined by the judge. 
The man left the public gallery 
and raced to the front of the 
court shouting: “I want my 
phone back, I’ve done 
nothing.” 

He was taken from the court 
and ejected from the building. 

A police officer said the 
incident would be reported. 

Said the Judge: “It seems 
there was an obvious contempt 
of court. ”

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Young Bridgend man 
tells of life after prison 


A Bridgend man has 
spoken of his 
experiences as a former 
homeless young person, 
to help raise awareness 
of a Sleep Out 
fundraising event by 
homelessness charity, 
Llamau. 

‘Steven’ served a 
short prison sentence in 
2014, and upon release 
found himself with no 
secure home to go to. 

He was referred to 
Llamau, who worked 
closely with him in the 
months that followed to 
support his journey back 
into society. 

Steven was placed in 
Llamau- supported 
accommodation while 
staff from the charity 
worked with him to 
identify a preferred 
occupation to strive for 
- construction. 

After a few months of 
accessing Llamau’s 
service, including the 
‘Learning 4 Life ’ 
programme and the 
Symud Ymlaen/Moving 
Forward programme, 
which aims to train and 
mentor individuals into 
employment, Steven 
landed a job with JEHU 
Construction, and began 
earning his own money. 

With continued 
support and mentoring 
from Llamau, Steven 
was eventually able to 
mend his relationship 
with his mother and 
move back into his 
family home. 

Steven’s 

story 

STEVEN said: 

“Following my release 
(from prison), I knew it 
was time to get my life 
back on track, and this 
time I was going to get 
it right. 

I’d made some 
choices which had held 
me back from being the 
successful person I knew 
I could be.

“I’d been on Llamau’s 
Learning 4 Life 
programme in the spring 
of 2014. I wasn’t in a 
good place at the time 
and I wasn’t on the 
course for very long. But 
while in prison I’d 
thought about where I 
was, where I had been 
and where I was going. 

“As soon as I was 
released, I got 
accommodation in a 
Llamau house in 
Bridgend and my 
support worker asked 
me if I’d like to try the 
programme again. 

“I didn’t think they’d 
take me back, but they 
did. At first I found it 
hard living in the new 
area and some of the 
people I hung around 
with didn’t bring out the 
best in me. I was 
drinking too much and 
that was making a bad 
situation worse. 

“But there was one 
thing which I knew in 
the middle of all this; 
that I wanted to be a 
construction worker. I 
was good at maths in 
school and I have always 
kept myself fit. 

“At the start of being 
at Learning 4 Life, I 
found it hard to 
concentrate. I had no 
structure in my life. 
Thursday was the only 


a construction site. 
day of the week when I 
had something useful to 
do with my time, and 
that was Learning 4 Life. 

“But they gave me 
targets. I did workshops 
which got me a CV and 
interview practice, and 
started a level 2 maths 
qualification. Slowly, 
things were getting 
better. 

“The programme also 
helped me to do 
something about my 
drinking. All of a 
sudden, my tutor wasn’t 
having to phone me to 
get me to come in - I 
was doing it myself. 

“Around Christmas, 
my tutor referred me for 
a work placement. 
Llamau had links with 
JEHU Project Services, 
and I had already 
received interview 
practice through 

Llamau, so when JEHU 
interviewed me, I 
managed to get the 
placement. 

“Soon after 

Christmas, I started 
work on my first 
construction site. I was 
now working, I was 
earning, I was getting 
my self-respect back, 
and my skills were being 
used. I was going home 
tired after a day’s work 
and I had structure in my 
life.

Man (44) is 
jailed after 
dangerous 
driving in 
Porthcawl 


Porthcawl Mayor takes to the 
boards for ‘White Christmas’ 



A MOTORIST, who reversed 
his vehicle at 50 miles an hour 
in Porthcawl, has been jailed 
for a total of 18 months at 
Cardiff Crown Court and 
disqualified from driving for 
three years. 

Kevin Criddle (44) of Momston, 
Swansea, admitted charges of 
dangerous driving, driving while 
disqualified and without insurance. 

Recorder Jeremy Jenkins said: “You 
have an appalling driving record. You 
drove dangerously in Porthcawl. 

“The time has come when you have 
to go into custody for a substantial 
period of time to protect the public. 
You should not have been behind the 
wheel of a car.” 

Prosecutor John Warren said Criddle 
had been disqualified from driving 
twice this year. 


On September 29, police were on 
duty in Mallard Way when they saw 
Criddle driving along. He was told to 
stop, but he reversed at about 50 miles 
an hour. 

He drove at speed into a housing 
estate, where children were playing. 

Mr Warren said he was arrested in 
Swansea the following day. 

He was said to have seven 
convictions for driving while 
disqualified, 11 for driving without 
insurance and one for dangerous 
driving, failing to provide a breath 
specimen and failing to stop for the 
police. 

His solicitor, Steven Burnell, said: 
“I accept he reversed in dangerous 
circumstances. It was only for a short 
distance.” 

Criddle was ordered to pay a 
criminal court charge of £900 and to 
take the extended driving test.

Rhiannon Roper, 25, 
of Swn Afon, Kenfig 
Hill, admitted breaching 
an antisocial behaviour 
order and causing 
damage. 

Prosecutor Gareth 
James said Roper had 
been banned from 
drinking in public 
houses, but on October 
4 went to the Walnut 
Tree pub in Kenfig Hill 
and became aggressive 
towards the landlord. 

She said: “I’m not 
leaving until I finish my 
drink you *****.’’ 

Shortly before she 
left, she smashed a 
window. She was later 
taken into custody. She 
was unable to be 
interviewed by the 
police because she 


refused to come out of 
her cell. 

Her solicitor, Adam 
Sharp, said: “She is a 
serious alcoholic and 
simply can’t drink 
responsibly. She 
behaved in such a way 
as to invite the 
authorities to arrest her. 

“She once telephoned 
the police to say she 
was paralytically drunk. 

“She is particularly 
vulnerable and needs 
some level of 
assistance. Sadly, she 
also has psychological 
issues. She has been 
involved in a vicious 
cycle.” 

Judge Patrick Curran 
told her: “You have 
caused yourself to be 
taken back to prison.”

Hall in Swansea on 
Tuesday's at 5.30pm 
from the end of 
September. 

Molly, of Nottage, 
decided to join national 
weight loss programme 
in July 2013 after she 
was unable to fit into her 
bridesmaid dress prior to 
her aunt’s wedding. 

Humiliated and 
depressed, Molly hit an 
all-time low and decided 
to do something about it. 

“I was a size 20 and 15 
and a half stone,” she 
said. 

“The bridesmaid dress 


didn’t fit and I’d only had 
a fitting two weeks 
before. They had to alter 
it in front of my family. 

“I’d always felt judged 
by a lot of people. I often 
used to hear strangers 
making comments about 
my weight which was 
devastating. 

“When it came to the 
September that I was 
about to start university I 
thought I had to do 
something about it.” 

Initially, Molly tried a 
diet that involved eating 
spinach and pumpkin 
seeds but when this 
didn’t work, her 
grandmother suggested 
Slimming World and 
explained the Food 
Optimising healthy 
eating plan. 


Molly joined a group 
in Porthcawl during the 
summer break from 
university and began 
following the 

programme, swapping 
the usual unhealthy 
student meals for home- 
cooked, low-calorie 
alternatives. 

“I thought when I 
went back to uni I’d find 
it difficult,” she said. 

“I loved the group so 
much that I decided to 
travel back and forth.

Molly added: “I felt so 
bad about myself before 
joining Slimming World, 
and I couldn’t have done 
it on my own, I needed 
something sustainable. I 
want to be there for other 
people and help them 
along.

Plans for new primary 
care centre unveiled 
at a Porthcawl hotel

Representatives of the 
health board, GP 
practices, the 

development team and 
the Community Health 
Council will also be 
available to talk to 
residents and answer any 
questions. 

A health board 
spokesman said that the 
search for a suitable site 
to build a new centre has 
been ongoing since 2006 
because the main 
Portway surgery site is 
too small, and doesn’t 
offer the 

accommodation required 
to deliver modern 
services. 

The practice also has 



to use the South Road 
premises, meaning 
services are provided 
from a split site. 

Accommodation at 
both the Victoria Avenue 
GP surgery and the 
community services site 
in South Road falls far 
below the standard 
expected for modern 
health needs. 

None of these 
buildings can be 
modernised or 

expanded, so the 
proposal is to move the 
practices and 

community services into 
a purpose-built new 
centre on Newton 
Nottage Road, next to 
Meadow Lake.

solar glare, protect furniture from fading and keep 
heat in during the winter months. 

For even greater insulation there are now two solid 
roof options that can be retrofitted to an existing 
conservatory, without the need for significant 
structural modifications. 

Tiled roof 

The new, lightweight, tiled roof takes its design 
cues from the slates and tiles found on most UK 
houses. As a result it works well on most properties 
and comes in a range of finishes to match any 
existing architecture. 

Created using aluminium panels, with Kingspan 
insulation, these roofs can achieve a u value of 
just 0.18, similar to that of a normally constructed, 
modern roof. 

With this option, the interior of the conservatory 
can include a plastered ceiling with down-lighters 
or even roof windows to keep the view of the stars. 


Beware false lottery scam! 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council’s Trading 
Standards and 
South Wales Police 
are warning 
residents that 
fraudsters are 
operating a fake 
competition under 
the name of the 
Australian lottery. 

Officers have 
recently met locals who 
have been sending 
payments by cheque 
and cash in envelopes 
directly to Australia, 
believing the lottery to 
be genuine. Others have 
reported receiving cash 
winnings, which makes 
the lottery seem more 
plausible. 

What residents don’t 
know is that by 
continuing to participate 
in the lottery, you will 
eventually be told that 
you have the winning 
numbers, but you’ll be 
asked to send large 
payments to release the 
funds. 

Coun Charles Smith, 
cabinet member with 
responsibility for legal 
and regulatory services, 
said: “It is important for 
people to know that the 
genuine Australian 
lottery can only be 
played by residents of 
that country, and no one 
else. Some local people 
have lost upwards of 
£25,000 in the belief 
that they have the 
winning ticket. The 
fraudsters keep coming 


back for more money 
until there is nothing 
left, and they’ll then 
lose contact with you 
completely. The only 
way we can tackle these 
scams is if they are 
reported to us.” 

Inspector Robert 
Lewis, from South 
Wales Police, added: 
“Whether you’ve sent 
pennies or thousands of 
pounds to these 
lotteries, we need to 
know. If you visit a 
relative or friend and 
notice they have 
received official looking 
letters from Australia, it 
could be your chance to 
discuss this particular 
type of scam. 

“Some may feel 


embarrassed or ashamed 
at having sent money to 
a fraudulent 
competition, but by 
telling us about your 
experience, we can 
investigate, support and 
help you as well as 
others. Thousands of 
people in the UK are 
fooled into thinking this 
Australian lottery is 
genuine, but we know it 
to be fake, so we urge 
our residents not to 
ignore this advice.”

Dark music industry 
satire hits right notes 


N icholas 

HOULT has 
come a long 
way since making 
his debut in 2003’s 
About A Boy. Since 
then Hoult has 
used the stepping 
stone of teen 
drama Skins to 
become a 
Hollywood 
mainstay in the 
likes of the X-Men 
universe as Hank 
McCoy and also in 
this summer’s 
breakout hit, Mad 
Max: Fury Road. 

Hoult’s latest film 
sees him star in an 
adaption of John 
Niven’s dark novel, set 
in 1997, Kill Your 
Friends, where he plays 
Steven Stelfox, an A&R 
man with no interest in 
music, just making 
money and living the 
high life. 

Jealous of his co¬ 
workers, desperate for 
promotion and climbing 
the ladder, Steven 
embarks on a number of 
devious acts that leaves 
a trail of death and 
destruction in his 
wake... 

When the novel of 
Kill Your Friends was 
printed in 2008, it was 
lauded as a British 
American Psycho, the 
story mirroring Bret 


Easton Ellis’s indulgent 
and sociopathic 
businessman Patrick 
Bateman in the 
character of Steven 
Stelfox, the characters 
sharing a ‘ succeed-at- 
all-costs’ mentality and 
a questionable moral 
code in order to achieve 
their goals. 

The film of Kill Your 
Friends similarly 
mirrors the film of 
American Psycho, a 
darkly comic and 
caustic tale of greed, 
murder and hatred that 
honours the source 
material and brings it to 
life in vivid, horrific 
style. 

It’s a bold move to 
refuse to tone down the 
book's savage tone for 
the big screen; it would 
no doubt have been an 
easier sell had there 
been some level of 
redemption for the 
character of Steven, but 
that it maintains its 
cutting edge throughout 
is wonderful if you’ve 
read the novel. 

However, those who 
are coming to the film 
cold may find its 
unrelenting tone a little 
too dark for their tastes, 
the film, much like the 
novel, belligerent in its 
desire to bring any 
semblance of cheerful 
resolution. 

On paper, Nicholas 
Hoult may seem slightly 
miscast as Stelfox, the 



actor having rarely been 
cast as anything than a 
sympathetic character, 
but he showed a dark 
side in his Skins days 
and digs deep here to 
try and nail the 
sociopathy of Stelfox. It 
doesn’t always wholly 
convince, but he does a 
superb job of being so 
incredibly vile, albeit 
with a wink and a 
smirk, that makes him 
stand out as a character. 

There is no light, 
only darkness, and 
Hoult shines as we see 
Stelfox slide down, and 
then up, the greasy pole 
of success, accompanied 
by some solid support 
work from the likes of 
James Corden, Ed

Director Owen Harris 
(who was behind the 
camera for the 
impressive TV film The 
Gamechangers earlier 
this year) shows a 
stylish and sure foot in 
the director’s chair, 
nailing perfectly the 
debauched tone of the 
book and certainly not 
scrimping on some the 
story’s more grisly 
moments. 

It’s a film that is 
almost slavish to its 
source material, and the 
fans of Niven’s brutally 
acerbic novel will find 
much to enjoy here 
(with a soundtrack 
mining the Britpop era 
no bad thing either). 
However, those who 
haven’t read the book 
may see it as a little too 
extreme, a story where 
even the most innocent 
of characters hide 
motives and desires that 
make them little better 
than the bitter and 
hateful protagonist. 

It may divide 
opinion, but Kill Your 
Friends is a dark joy to 
behold, and even if you 
feel filthy afterwards, 
you can’t help but 
admire the chutzpah and 
bravado to bring such a 
story to the screen, 
unencumbered by any 
attempted atonement for 
what has taken place.

BRIDGEND COUNCIL 
ASKS THE PUBLIC... 

Should Blue 
Badge holders 
park for free? 


BCBC is inviting views on 
whether Blue Badge holders 
should continue to be entitled 
to park for free in all council- 
run car parks where other 
users have to pay. 

The council has begun a public 
consultation on the matter, and local 
residents can have their say at 
www.bridgend.gov.uk/consultation 
and comment by Monday, December 
7. 

Cabinet member for communities, 
Coun Hywel Williams, said: “The Blue 
Badge scheme enables drivers or 
passengers with severe mobility 
problems to park close to where they 
need to go. 

The scheme is operated slightly 
differently, depending on where you 
are in the UK, but here we currently 
allow badge holders to park free of 
charge in all council-run car parks. 

“We would like to gather opinion on 
whether this concession should 
continue. The proposal that we are 
considering is to offer Blue Badge 
drivers an hour free of charge on top of 
the time they pay for at all off-street 
council-run car parks. 


“We have already carried out an 
informal consultation with local ward 
members, town and community 
councils, emergency services, 
transport services and the Bridgend 
Coalition of Disabled People, and 
would now like to extend that 
consultation to other residents too.” 

In Bridgend county borough, there 
are reserved spaces for Blue Badge 
holders in off-street car parks in 
convenient locations, as well as on¬ 
street parking provision in town centre 
locations. 

A shopmobility scheme is also 
operated in Bridgend town centre that 
enables people with walking 
difficulties to get about more easily. 

Blue Badge holders can also park on 
double yellow lines for up to three 
hours, as long as they are not causing 
an obstruction, while BCBC follows 
national guidance over the proportion 
of disabled parking spaces allocated in 
any new car parks.

COLLEAGUES at 
Tarmac’s Aberthaw 
cement plant have 
had a first honey 
harvest from their 
onsite bee hives 
which has turned 
out to be a great 
success. 

Local beekeepers, 
Luke and Stephen Fraser, 
who are helping the 
cement team with their 
new bee venture of nine 
bee hives installed at the 
onsite quarry, delivered 
the first honey yield 
along with the good news 
that the cement plant 
bees love their new 
home. 

Luke said: “We have 
been very lucky with our 
honey production this 
year, which has been a 
notably unproductive 
year for honey bees. But 
our bees are bucking this 
trend and we have been 
able to sustainably 
harvest 50 jars of honey 
from the Aberthaw 
Quarry bees, which is 
quite something. 

“Other bee keepers are 
reporting equivalent 
harvests of around 10 
jars, so our bees must be 
happy in their new home 


to be doing this well.” 

The main concern for 
the bees at this time of 
year is wasps trying to 
invade the bee hives to 
raid the honey stocks. 
The first frost will kill the 
wasps while the honey 
bees will survive, but 
until then the bees are at 
risk. 

To help avoid a wasp 
attack, Luke and Stephen 
have narrowed the 
entrance holes to the 
Aberthaw bee hives, in 
an effort to discourage 
the wasps. 

Aberthaw Cement 
Plant environmental 
coordinator Kara Bennett 
said: “We are very 
grateful to the Frasers for 
helping us to learn more 
about bees and to be 
taking such great care of 
them. Next year, we will 
be inviting local 
schoolchildren to site to 
see our bees and learn 
more about them, and 
how important they are 
in the ecosystem.” 

The Aberthaw bees 
started as five hives and 
have now become nine 
hives - with each colony 
having about 10,000 
bees.

I F you had imagined a 
scenario two years ago where 
Wales were playing a friendly 
against the Netherlands post- 
Euro 2016 qualifying campaign, 
and the former had made it to 
the tournament while the latter 
had failed ignominiously to 
qualify, then your sanity may 
have been questioned. 

At that stage the Netherlands were 
riding high on the post-World Cup 
euphoria that had seen them finish 
third in the tournament, having 
beaten holders Spain 5-1 en route. 

Louis Van Gaal, who had 
masterminded the Dutch ascent to 
near-glory, left for the Manchester 
United job soon after - and his 
replacement, Danny Blind, has since 
overseen a dramatic slump in their 
fortunes. 

Meanwhile, Wales had come out 
of the World Cup qualifying 
disappointed, finishing fifth in a 


group of six, behind Scotland and 
Serbia, with eyes on the European 
Championship qualifiers - which, as 
we all know, went rather well! 

As Chris Coleman’s men (shorn of 
key players Gareth Bale, Aaron 
Ramsey, Hal Robson-Kanu and the 
quietly-impressive Jazz Richards) 
prepare to welcome the Netherlands 
to the Cardiff City Stadium on 
Friday, there is no doubt that the 
wounded Dutch will be a stem test 
for what is arguably a weakened 
Welsh side. 

However, it is exciting to see how 
Wales, without their ‘name’ talent, 
fare in what is a strong test of their 
strength in depth.

THOUSANDS TO VALE Will the Bando Boys be back? 


CONTINUING the 
theme of local 
traditions in the 
Vale, 150 years ago, 
the game on the Fro 
was Bando. 

Bando was played all 
over the Vale and is 
closely related to Shinty. 
Bando was so-named 
because of the shape of 
the Bando stick - a bit 
like a hockey stick. 

The Bando stick (an 
example resides in the 
National Folk Museum 
of Wales at St Fagan’s, 
Cardiff) was made of 
oak, ash or elm. 

Such was the 
enthusiasm with which 
communities took up the 
sport that Rhys Thomas 
(a Cowbridge printer) 
recorded in a letter that 
the countryside between 
Bridgend and Pyle was 
“rendered barren of ash 
or elm by the use of 
those woods for the 
making of Bando sticks”. 

Among the fierce 


rivalries of the sport 
were Baglan, Aberafan, 
and Margam who battled 
away on the Margam 
sands, and any other 
suitable flat field in the 
Vale against teams from 
Pyle, Kenfig and 
Llangynwyd. 

It is recorded that 
teams sometimes played 
up to three times a week 
and as many as 3,000 
spectators would 

assemble to cheer their 
side on. 

Another attraction 
was the rolling of barrels 
of beer to the site of the 
match. A ‘Brenin’ (King) 
would duly act as referee 
and see to the 

dispensation of Cwrw 
Da (best Welsh ale) to 
the amassing hoards. 

The players decked 
themselves in favours 
(armbands with the 

adopted colour of the 
community). Llantwit 
Major regarded 

themselves as the 

champions of the Vale.

Charles Redwood in his 
book The Vale of 
Glamorgan (1839) gives 
a brilliant account of 
such a match in the 
chapter ‘The Bandy 
Match’ - which gives a 
good idea of the 
atmosphere! 

“Bandy is the prime 
game here, and in the 
opinion of our rustics 
leads to highest of all 
distinctions. Prodigious 
is the jealousy and 
heartburning which a 
rivalry in it produces 
between two parishes; 
and then, to decide their 
pretensions, they repair 
to the sea-shore sands, 
where twenty or thirty 
players engage on each 
side, and multitudes of 
spectators and partisans, 
too, often mingle in the 
contest. 

“The famous parish of 
Llantwit had long tossed 
its head exceedingly 
hoity-toitily among the 
neighbouring villages, 
and carried everything 
with a high hand. At all 
fairs and mabsants 
(saints’ days) the 
Llantwit roisterers 
swaggered it proudly, as 
who should say, ‘Who 
but they?’ until at length 
another parish, that 
could ill brook all this 


hectoring, challenged 
them to a match at 
Bando. To be sure, with 
what vapouring the 
Llantwit folks deigned to 
accept the challenge! 
They talked as tough no 
parish was fit to contend 
with them, but all ought 
to submit in quiet to their 
huffing. 

“Players practised 
daily, interest deepened 
and when the day came 
all the Vale flocked down 
to the seashore. A loud 
shout was raised by the 
partisans of each side as 
the players came 
forward, with 

distinguishing favours 
on their left arms and 
their bandies with their 
right. 

“Long and doubtful 
was the contest, and 
various were the chances 
of the game. Many of the 
younger men soon 
exhausted their wind and 
strength; some were 
disabled by luckless falls 
and at length the weight 
of the context fell on a 
challenger and a 
Methodist. The fleet 
Methodist was foremost, 
but searched in vain for 
the ball (amongst the 


crowds) - for the virago 
wife of the challenger 
straddled over and 
concealed it with her 
petticoat until her dapper 
spouse came panting up. 
But the Methodist’s 
mother, an outrageous 
termagant, saw the fraud, 
and fell, with loud 
execrations, upon the 
study wife. 

“However, the ball 
was carried off by the 
challenger, pursued by 
his fleet opponent. Dire 
is the contest between 
them. The challenger 
strives to secure the 
game, the Methodist to 
rescue it. They are again 
straining to reach the ball 
- the fleet Methodist 
close after and striving to 
pass his opponent. 

“And he does pass: 
but the challenger 
stretches and trips up his 
heel, and the impetuous 
Methodist plows the 
sand with a headlong 
fall, amid shouts and 
peel from tall cliff to 
another far along the 
shore.” 

Phew! Quite a match! 
Bando started early in 
age. According to 
Edward Matthew of 


Ewenni, “no-one above a 
12 month would be seen 
without a bando stick.” 

Despite the 

appearance of chaos that 
prevailed there were 
certain rules to be 
adhered to - an agreed 
number of players - 
usually between 20 or 30 
- a pitch which 
measured about 200 
yards in length and goal 
markers about ten yards 
apart. The width of the 
playing field was of less 
concern. 

Apart from lashing of 
Cwrw Da, the winning 
Bando Boys might 
expect a bottle of brandy 
(maybe pilfered from a 
wreck along the coast?). 

It seems that Bando 
was for everyone, 
regardless of status. 
Theodore Talbot was 
captain of the Margam 
Bando Boys (of Port 
Talbot fame); preachers 
got into the act such as 
John Elias and another 
devotee to the sport was 
none other than David 
Lloyd George. 

As a rule, the team 
that scored the first goal 
won, which meant a 
game could be over in 
minutes or lasted hours. 
Lor the record, an 
example of the songs 


that accompanied the 
teams ‘into battle’ was 
this macaronic (a mixture 
of two dialects or 
languages - here clearly 
between Welsh and 
English) song called the 
Margam Bando Boys 
(first three verses): 

Due praises I’ll 
bestow, And all the world 
shall know; That 
Margam valour shall 
keep its’ colour; When 
Kenfigs waters flow! 

Our master, straight 
and tall; Is foremost with 
the ball; He is, we know 
it, and must allow it; The 
fastest man of all! 

Let cricket players 
blame; And seek to slight 
our fame: Their bat and 
wicket caqn never lick it; 
This Ancient Many 
Game! 

With industrialisation 
and an influx of people 
from outside the Vale, 
and not least the 
rocketing popularity of 
rugby football, the 
‘Ancient Many Game’ 
quietly faded away - as 
did the Mabsant and 
many local fairs. 

However, a revival 
was attempted some 30 
years or so ago when a 
Bando match was played 
at the Plough and Harrow 
Inn in Monknash. 


Dinas Powys took the 
match and a further 
game was played on 
Dinas Powys Common, 
as part of the Dinas 
Powys Mabsant in 1979. 
However, the last laugh 
- so far - belongs to the 
Cogan Bando Boys who 
in turn beat the Dinas 
Powys Bando Boys in a 
fixture as part of the 
Penarth Holiday (now 
summer) Lestival in 
1980 by a staggering six 
goals to nil. 

So until there is a 
challenge from another 
village (or team), the 
Cogan Bando Boys 
remain champions of the 
Vale. 

My suggestion is that 
maybe our own Vale of 
Glamorgan Ancient 
Manly Game is due to 
make a return at some 
festival or other. 

I would be most 
interested to hear from 
GEM readers if there are 
any ‘Manly Souls’ out 
there who will, once 
again pick up a Bando 
stick and go into battle in 
fields and beaches of our 
locality. 

Curiously, after such a 
long lapse in the sport 
you still hear the 
nickname Dai Bando 
from time to time!

THE October programme at 
Barry Camera Club started with a 
presentation by John Cooke 
entitled ‘Working Towards 
Distinctions’, which explained the 
distinction, awarded by various 
photographic societies, to 
photographers who show 
particular skill levels. 

Members were surprised at the level 
of commitment needed to raise their 
photography to the standard required. 

On October 9, we welcomed Gareth 
Martin who gave us a talk entitled ‘In 
The Making’. He explained in great 
detail his workflow, showing how he 
plans his shots, the techniques he uses 
when actually taking the photographs 
and the various techniques he employs 
when making the final print. 

Roger Tiley visited us on October 
16 with a talk entitled ‘Presentation 
And My Career’. Roger is a widely 
published professional photographer 
and gave a fascinating overview of his 
entire career through his teenage years, 
his studies at Newport Photography 
College and all his press and magazine 
work. 

On October 23, we had a ‘battle’ 
with Cardiff Camera Club at our 
premises. Barry gained a conclusive 
win in the print section, with a score of 
182 points to Cardiff’s 166. Cardiff, 
however, struck back in the digital 
image section winning narrowly by 
176 points to 173. 

Overall, then, it was a relatively 
comfortable win for Barry scoring 355 
points to Cardiff’s 342 but Cardiff 
have vowed revenge for the return 
fixture next year! 

The judge on this occasion was Les 
Loosemore, one of the most 
accomplished and experienced judges 
on the circuit. Unfortunately, this was 
the last time we will see Les as a judge 
as he is retiring from judging and this 
was his final night. Thank you, Les, for 
all your efforts over the years. 

Once again the month concluded 
with our monthly competition night. 
This month the judge was Trevor 
James. 

Monochrome print: This was a 
closely fought contest with some very 
high marks being awarded; however, 


Trevor finally settled the competition 
by awarding 20 points and first place 
to Roy Carr for ‘Wall And Trees In The 
Mist’, second place and 19 points to 
Brian Trego for ‘Umbrellas’ and third 
place with 17 points to Mary 
Tomabene for ‘Nature’s Clock’. 

Colour print: Lirst prize and 20 
points went to Barbra Archdale-Smith 
for ‘Two Blondes At Sunset’, second 
place and 19 points went to Hugh 
Winnan for his ‘Priory Monk At 
Prayer’ and third spot was taken by 
Glenn Porter who gained 17 points for 
his Venetian shot ‘Sleeping Gondolas’. 

The projected image section was, as 
usual, the most contested section. The 
winner with 20 points was Sarah 
Savage with ‘Oh-Oh!’, Roy Carr 
gained second place scoring 19 points 
with ‘The Odd One Out’ and in third 
place with 18 points was Ken Mayled’s 
‘Morning Paper’. 

November features a three-way 
battle with Merthyr Tydfil and 
Llantrisant Camera clubs, Keith 
Sharles will be visiting us with a 
presentation entitled ‘Mono... What 
Works?’ and Allen Lloyd will be 
presenting his talk on ‘Essential 
Photoshop,’ before we round off 
November with the monthly 
competition. 

Throughout the rest of the year and 
into 2016 we have a full programme of 
talks, demonstrations, photographic 
expeditions, competitions and inter¬ 
club battles planned. 

New members are particularly 
encouraged and will be made most 
welcome with a programme being 
prepared especially for the new and 
less experienced photographers to 
allow them to quickly gain more 
proficiency and satisfaction from their 
hobby.

Breathtaking views at 
Mynydd Garn-wen... 


CLIVE was joined 
by 12 walkers from 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
at Goytre Wharf 
where the trees 
were wearing their 
autumnal tints 
before passing the 
well-preserved lime 
kilns, where 

limestone was 
burnt forming lime 
which was encased 
in barrels before 
being shipped out 
by boat along the 
Monmouth and 
Brecon canal. 

Tramping southwards 
along the canal towpath 
past pairs of mallard 
ducks, a grey heron and 
a workman piloting an 
odd looking craft which 
dredges the canal, a stop 
was made on top of one 
of the stone bridges for 
morning coffee along 
with juicy ripe pears 
from John. 

They then headed 
inland across soggy 
fields, woodland that 
had been cleared for 
them and a gradual 
climb up to the Polly 
Tower on the ridgeway, 
where two of the 
invasive Harlequin 
ladybirds were spotted 
over lunch. 

Reaching the trig 
point on Mynydd Garn- 
wen, and after pausing 
to enjoy the breathtaking 
360-degree views, a 
narrow track through tall 
bracken led them 
downhill to the 
delightful beech woods 
at Cwm Cam, followed 
by a slippery slalom 
route steeply downhill 


into Coed Peggy-Shams. 

Reaching the 

perimeter of Coed 
Howell and arriving at 
the Holy Well, or Pfynon 
Angaeron, they found a 
fallen tree was blocking 
the small freshwater 
spring noted for the fact 
that pins, needles, nails, 
pencils and buttons were 
left by people hoping to 
promote good luck, and 
following a narrow 
pathway through woods 
at the base of Pentre 
Hill, a short descent 
through sheep-filled 
fields led them back to 
their start. 

The brilliant sunshine 
and clear blue skies 
were really enjoyed by 
the eight walkers who 
joined Geraint at 
Cyfarthfa Castle. 

Descending towards 
the River Taff, they 
tramped across the 
world’s oldest cast iron 
bridge called Pont y 
Cafnau or the ‘bridge of 
troughs’, which 

originally carried a 
tramroad as well as 
water to the nearby 
Cyfarthfa Ironworks that 
came next on their 
journey. 

Having viewed the 
masonry blast furnaces 
and continuing along the 
Taff Trail, the curved 
Cefn Coed Viaduct 
which opened in 1868 
and is 115-feet high with 
15-arches (built to carry 
the Brecon and Merthyr 
Railway) led them into 
Cefn-coed-y-cymmer 
and down into the Taff 
Pechan gorge. 

They walked the 
muddy riverside paths 
before climbing up to 
the Pontsarn Viaduct, 
and then descended to 


Vaynor for a quick peep 
at the two churches and 
view the grave of Robert 
Thompson Crawshay. 

There was a memorial 
tablet on the south wall 
of St Gwynno’s to 
Catherine Morgan, who 
died in 1794 aged 106, 
and who lived through 
the reigns of six 
monarchs. 

Returning back to the 
Taff Pechan gorge for a 
lunch stop at Pontsarn, 
and crossing to the 
opposite bank which led 
to the Cyfarthfa leat that 
carried water to the 
ironworks, the path of 
the old tramroad led 
them back to Cyfarthfa 
Park after an interesting 
journey back through 
industrial history. 

On November 14, 
please note the change in 
start time and meet 
8.30am at Cogan Leisure 
Centre for an eight-plus 
mile moderate/hard walk 
taking in the Llanfoist 
Incline and Blorenge;

On November 18, the 
mid-week walk will 
leave Cogan at 9am for a 
12-mile moderate walk 
taking in Llangybi 
Castle and the Usk 
Valley from 

Llandegfedd reservoir;

Vale Cider’s products 
are stocked at the 
Elephant and Bun deli in 
Cowbridge. What they 
brew varies with the 
apple crop, but this year 
they have a medium dry 
and a medium sweet 


plus a little Christmas 
extra! 

Nick said: “We will 
be here on Reindeer 
Day, offering people a 
chance to try our brand 
new ‘mulled cider’ - 
which will be on sale 
after at the Elephant and 
Bun.” 

Food and drink go 
together, of course, so it 
is an appropriate time to 
talk to one of 
Cowbridge’s bright 
young chefs - Chris 
Bates at Beagles’ 
Country Kitchen, which 
overlooks the river just 
along from Penny Lane. 

Chris says that, as a 
creperie, his kitchen fits 
nicely into Cowbridge’s 
bistro scene. It is just 
approaching its first year 
in the town.

He said: “There is a 
sense of theatre when 
the customers are able 
to watch you cook for 
them, and I enjoy 
chatting while I’m at 
work. 

“We have just 
launched our winter 
menu and we have 
something for 
everyone - savoury or 
sweet.” 

On the savoury side, 
a really popular one is 
pulled pork, chorizo and 
five-bean cassoulet. 

That really is one crepe, 
not three! 

Traditional savoury 
crepes, such as ham and 
cheese, are on the menu 
too, along with Mexican 
fajitas, while there is a 
massive choice for 
sweet crepes. 

Chris said: “We go 
from simple, sugar and 
lemon, to apple and 
blackberry crumble, and 
on to one called ‘death 
by chocolate’. 

“This Christmas, we 
are also doing a 
favourite from last year, 
back by popular 
demand - a Christmas 
pudding and brandy 


sauce crepe!” 

However, Christmas 
isn’t all about eating 
(although we will be 
returning to that soon). 
It’s about buying those 
difficult presents too. 

This is where 
Amanda Jones 
Jewellery, just around 
the corner from Beagles 
on the High Street, can 
help. 

Amanda’s new 
business opened only in 
October and is already 
in full flow in the build¬ 
up to Christmas. 

Shoppers who were 
fans of Jenny Wren will 
know Amanda well, and 
after 16 years there, she 
knew it was her time to 
take a leap of faith. 

She stocks British 
silver brands such as 
Chlobo, Muru and 
Claudia Bradby Pearls. 

Amanda added: “As 
an independent, I know 
how important it is for a 
small town such as 
Cowbridge to maintain 
its individuality. 

“The style, service, 
and those all-so- 
important touches that 
made Jenny Wren so 
unique are right at the 
forefront of Amanda 


Jones Jewellery.” 

Close to Amanda on 
the High Street is 
another ideal ‘take a 
break’ spot - the Horse 
and Groom pub. 

Landlady Jayne 
Wilkinson told The 
GEM that it wasn’t just 
beer that people would 
pop in for in the town. 

She said: “One of our 
most popular orders 
these days is when 
friends pop in to share a 
bottle of prosecco.” 

It’s a lively pub, and 
that certainly holds true 
for Wednesday nights, 
when the Horse and 
Groom plays host to its 
regular jive club. 

One imagines that 
‘Strictly’ has given this 
a boost in recent years! 

Just around the 
corner from the Horse 
and Groom, in the Old 
Mason’s Yard, is La 
Mercerie, which 
specialises in yam for 
knitting and crocheting. 

The shop is owned 
by Jean Tait, who says 
it is not too late to knit 
a gift for Christmas. 

She said: “We have 
patterns for hats, snoods 
and scarves that can be 
completed in plenty of 


time.” 

If you want to 
surprise someone with 
something made from 
genuine local wool, 
then ask Jean for 
something suitable for 
her latest yarn, made 
from 100 per cent 
Llanwenog Wool, from 
the Ty Mel 
Smallholding at 
Coytrahen! 

Jean added that 
knitting is as popular as 
ever, with two busy 
knitting groups meeting 
once a week at the 
shop. 

Eastgate in 


Cowbridge is 
sometimes overlooked 
by shoppers who are in 
a msh, but that would 
be a mistake. 

One long-established 
business is Colours, run 
by Jean Jeans and her 
sister Ruth. 

Colours has been in 
Cowbridge for more 
than 25 years and used 
to be one of a chain of 
four. 

Jean and Ruth 
worked for quite some 
time in the Barry shop, 
in Holton Road, but 
when the owners 
decided to retire, Jean 


bought the Cowbridge 
shop! 

Jean said: “One of 
our most popular lines 
is the Frank Lyman 
Design range. He is 
Canadian and makes 
fantastic occasion 
dresses and evening 
wear. 

“He is very versatile, 
in the sense that his 
designs cover a wide 
range of ages, and his 
gowns are popular for 
gala balls or for 
cruises.”

Another speciality of Colours is 
wedding outfits for the mother of the 
bride or groom. It’s very much a 
‘one- stop shop’ for events such as 
these, with hats, bags and shoes all 
available. 

Jean said: “Ruth has a saying 
which is - ‘I defy anyone to leave 
without buying something’ - and I 
think that sums up the ethos behind 
Colours.” 

Also in Eastgate is Sally 
Stephenson, who runs the Pencil 
Case, which does a lot more than it 
says on the tin! 

She stocks a massive range of 
stationery products, including diaries 
and calendars, but also supplies ballet 
clothing and school uniforms too. 

However, with the Christmas 
period in mind, Sally is very excited 
about - adult colouring books! 

She said: “Recently, four of the top 
10 best sellers on Amazon were adult 
colouring books. They have become 
a very popular way of finding a 
relaxing 15 minutes or so during a 
stressful day. People just ‘zone out’.” 

For the adults, the designs are 
complex, and Sally has seven 
different books to choose from, with 
titles such as ‘Celtic’, ‘Kaleidoscope’ 
and ‘Mandala’. 

She also, not surprisingly, stocks 
sets of colouring pencils as well. 
There are children’s colouring books 
too, so that it can become a family 
activity. 


Stocking fillers in the Pencil Case 
include children’s notebooks with 
stunning 3-D covers, and quality note 
books and fountain pens for grown¬ 
ups. 

She also stocks Welsh language 
Christmas cards and ‘school packs’ of 
cards for the primary school tradition 
of giving cards to classmates and 
teacher. 

Well, after a burst of shopping 
activity, it might be a good idea to 
check out a relaxation option - 
perhaps finding out the secret of Bar 
44. 

The tapas bar started in Cowbridge 
with the idea of bringing the best 
Spanish food, wine, sherry and beer 
to the town, and now has branches in 
Penarth and Cardiff. 

You could even turn your day on 
its head and start with a Spanish 
breakfast (served between 10am and 
12 noon). 

Tom and Owen Morgan run Bar 
44, and Owen said: “We can do a full 
Spanish breakfast, including our ‘hog 
tortilla’ - a Spanish omelette with 
chorizo, 

“During the day, we have our very 
popular ‘three tapas for £10’ offer, 
and this runs until 6pm, so you can 
choose this option at the end of your 
day, rather than at lunchtime. 

“Also, if an afternoon snack is 
what you want, we have our amazing 
churros, which go very well with a 
coffee.”

SEASIDE STAPLE TO A NEW LEVEL 


A cowbridge 

restaurant is aiming 
to make Friday and 
Saturday lunchtimes 
special by turning its 
chef’s gourmet skills to 
that good old seaside 
staple - fish and chips! 

Tim Marriott is the head 
chef at the Market Place, and 
six years ago he returned to 
Cowbridge after polishing his 
culinary education by 
working in a series of top 
London restaurants. 

Since then, the Market 
Place has established itself as 
one of the Vale’s best places to 
eat, with customers loving the 
good food, and also the sense 
of history that befits an 
establishment that became a 
tavern in the 16th Century. 

Tim explained his thinking: 
“We have aimed to perfect as 
much as possible the classic 
combinations that you would 
expect to eat with a 
traditional fish and chip meal, 
taking the basic chip shop 
ingredients and elevating 
them to the next level. 

“All of the sauces and 
accompaniments are all made 
in house by our chefs. Our 
mushy peas are made with 
fresh thyme, garlic, wine and 
truffle oil, as well as the 
traditional marrowfat peas, 
and go particularly well with 



Fish burger and chips at 
the Market Place. 
the chip shop fruity curry 
sauce, which has a multitude 
of fresh fruit, and veg spice 
mixes. 

“For the batter on our daily 
fresh fish we use fresh yeast 
and beer to aerate and 
lighten, which complements 
our crispy triple-cooked chips 
perfectly.” 

I dropped in with a guest to 
try the Market Place’s fish 
and chips, and all I can say is 
that you can believe the hype! 

You can choose to have the 
fish battered, cooked in matso 
breadcrumbs, or grilled, and I 
chose the cod in breadcrumbs, 
while my guest tried the plaice 
in batter. It’s hard to imagine 
finding any better anywhere, 
and the chips were a delight. 


However, what makes the 
occasion special is the flair 
shown with the extras such as 
the mushy peas, and the 
various sauce options. 

The peas were almost a 
mousse, with the complex mix 
of ingredients working to 
perfection, and the sauces 
were great, particularly the 
fruity curry option. 

There is a third re¬ 
imagined special, a fillet of 
fish burger stack which has 
seven different components 
and sauces, including a crispy 
battered onion ring, which is 
definitely one I will be trying 
on another day. 

The Market Place is 
continuing with its regular 
Friday and Saturday lunch 
menu, and that has plenty of 
tempting options too, if you 
are not a fish fan. 

Just one recent addition, 
for instance, is pan fried 
bubble and squeak with black 
pudding, crispy bacon and 
poached egg. 

For some people, the 
charm of fish and chips will 
always be having it wrapped 
in the chippie and then eating 
on a seaside bench or in the 
car. 

At the Market Place, it is 
definitely still fish and chips, 
but Tim Marriott has taken it 
to another level!

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THE WELSH HORSE RACING SCENE 30 YEARS AGO 


T HE GEM’s BRIAN LEE, who is 
celebrating 50 years of reporting on the 
Welsh horse racing scene, looks back to 
1985 and some of the racing stories he brought 
to his readers: 

One trainer who was in the news for all the wrong 
reasons was Cowbridge trainer John Thomas, who 
was fined £500 by the Jockey Club after being found 
guilty under Rule 151 - concerning schooling in 
public - and was quite philosophical about the Jockey 
Club Disciplinary Committee’s decision. 

‘He told me: “I understand the decision went 
against us very narrowly, but we were given a fair trial 
and I have no complaints.” 

‘Thomas’s jockey, Anthony Griffiths, was 
suspended for 14 days. The inquiry was into the 
improvement in form shown by Mandown Lad when 
winning at Newton Abbot last August. Thomas 
pointed out that although the horse finished a well 
beaten fifth on its previous run, several of those that 
finished behind Mandown Lad have since run well so 
the form has worked out.’ 

Under the heading ‘Welsh Successes’, I wrote: 
‘When the National Hunt season proper gets under 
way next month Wales will be represented by no 
fewer than 10 licensed trainers and some 36 permit 
holders. This is not counting Welsh trainers like 
Epsom-based John Jenkins and Lambourn’s Fulke 
Walwyn, who both figured in the leading top 10 
trainers’ list last season. 

‘Over the past five years, the leading Welsh-based 
trainer has been Chepstow’s Milton Bradley, who has 
saddled 56 winners; Ebbw Vale’s Dai Burchell has 
turned out 22 winners, while Cowbridge’s Bryn 
Palling has had 25. 

‘Another who has his share of winners is 
Pontypridd’s Derek Haydn Jones, whose total for the 
past five seasons is 17. It would be unfair to compare 
this total with the 76 wins that John Jenkins had last 
season or, for that matter, Fulke Walwyn’s 33 
winners, as both these trainers have dozens of horses 
in their charge. 

‘Of the permitholders sprouting out all over the 


place in Wales, Abergavenny’s Reg Brown has been 
turning out winners for years and one worth watching 
out for is Grenville Richards, a successful trainer of 
point-to-pointers. Brecon’s Gordon Price and 
Magor’s George Williams are just two others who 
know what it takes to train a winner. 

‘Of the aforementioned trainers, Dai Burchell, 
Milton Bradley and John Jenkins are still saddling 
winners.’ 

One rider who had his first success that year was 
Dai Burchell’s son and under the heading ‘David’s 
Success’ I revealed: ‘David John Burchell, the 17- 
year-old son of Ebbw Vale’s Dai Burchell, landed his 
first winner on Saturday when scoring an easy 10 
lengths win on Promindante in the Autumn 
Conditional Jockeys Selling Handicap Hurdle at 
Stratford. David, who has been riding for only 12 
months, said: “My father told me to go out and enjoy 
myself, and all I had to do was to steer my mount 
around the course.” 

David’s father was also in the news and in 
‘Burchell Is To Stay At Home’ I wrote: ‘Ebbw Vale 
trainer Dai Burchell who had planned to move to a 
purpose-built new yard in Stoke this month, will not 
be making the move after all. 

‘The 48-year-old ex-steelworker, who made a 
reputation for himself by winning over the jumps with 
cast-off flat horses, has decided to stay in Wales at the 
request of his present owners and has been looking for 
a yard closer to home. Burchell, who set up as a 
trainer with the voluntary redundancy money he 
received a couple of years ago after spending 25 years 
at Ebbw Vale’s steelworks, has a big following in 
south Wales. 

‘He has been tagged ‘Bookie Basher’ after landing 
several long-priced betting coups. His decision to 
remain in Wales will be welcomed not only by his 
owners, but also by his followers who back his horses 
when and wherever they run.’ 

When the Tote Board put the minimum bet one 
could wager up I saw red and wrote: ‘Board Are 
Wrong On Minimum Bet - At Wincanton Races 
recently, I overheard a couple of old age pensioners 
bemoaning the fact that the Tote Board had increased

the minimum bet allowed from a £1 to £2. To my 
mind, this is not the way to attract new racegoers to a 
sport already concerned with dwindling attendance 
figures. 

‘Not everyone who enjoys a day at the races can 
afford to bet £2 a race - especially old age pensioners 
or those on low earnings. There are still those who 
go racing with the aim of seeing good horses and 
jockeys in action. A £1 bet on their fancy all adds to 
the fun. But ask them to fork out £2 a race and they 
just might prefer to stay at home and back their fancy 
in the betting shop. 

‘Then, in the comfort of their own home, they can 
watch their horses run on television. The Tote’s 
answer to all this is that the last major increase on 
pool bets was the change in the unit stake from 30p to 
50p in 1975. But they say that with inflation of over 
200 per cent in the last 10 years, the 50p of 1975 is 
today worth only 16.5p in real terms. 

‘That may be so, but there are still quite a few 
bookies in Tattersalls, let alone the Silver Ring at 
most racecourses I have been to, who will take a £1 
bet.’ How times change! 

My report on the Welsh Grand National, under the 
heading ‘ Run And Skip Is An Easy Winner’ read: ‘ Run 
And Skip made every yard of the running to win the 
Coral Welsh National over three miles, six furlongs 
on Saturday. Trained by John Spearing and 
confidently ridden by Peter Scudamore, Run and 
Skip, a seven-year-old bay gelding by Deep Run, 
finished six lengths ahead of the 100-1 outsider 
Golden Ty with Kumbi a further two lengths away 
third. 

‘Peter Scudamore, whose father Michael won the 
Aintree Grand National in 1959 on Oxo, was 
originally down to ride Jenny Pitman’s Smith’s Man, 
who pulled up entering the straight. Luckily, he 
changed his mind and teamed up with the winner 
instead. 

‘It was the biggest success yet for Alcester-based 
John Spearing who told me in the winners’ enclosure 


after the race that the horse had improved a great deal 
at home during the past week or so. He said he was 
confident four fences out that the horse would not be 
caught. 

‘A modest and quietly spoken man, Spearing said 
that Run and Skip would now be aimed at the Ritz 
Club National Hunt Chase at Cheltenham next March, 
a race in which he finished third last season. 

The only hard luck story of the race belonged to 
Jonjo O’Neill, who had a crashing fall from 
Broadheath who appeared to be going well when 
falling five fences out.’ 

These days, Bryan Smart is a well-known trainer 
on the Flat, but back then I had this to say about him: 

‘Former National Hunt jockey Bryan Smart, who 
moved to Wales four years ago when his wife 
Deborah started up a livery yard at Llanwrda, is 
returning home to Lambourn this weekend. Smart, 
who plans to go public next year, told me: “We 
enjoyed our stay in Wales but we were too far away 
from the racecourses.” 

Many hunt-racing enthusiasts in the Vale will 
remember Barry’s Ted Williams and under the 
heading ‘Crosstown Retired’ I had this to say: 
‘Popular Welsh point-to-pointer Crosstown has run 
his last race. 

‘A winner of 12 point-to-points and a hunter chase 
for his owner-trainer, Barry farmer Ted Williams, he 
will be fondly remembered by Tim Rooney, who 
chalked up his 100th win on him at the Pentyrch Hunt 
Steeplechases last season. Mr Williams bred 
Crosstown 15 years ago from a mare called Channel 
View which he had paid just 50 guineas for at the 
Newmarket sales. Mr Williams overcame difficulties 
to get Crosstown on the racecourse and in 1981 he 
was rewarded when Crosstown won five races in a 
row, including a victory over Grand National runner 
Sandwilan in Devon.’

Book tells the story of 
Welsh Grand National 


READERS of GEM 
columnist Brian Lee may 
be interested to learn that 
an updated version of his 
book on the history of the 
Welsh Grand National, 
which was first published 
in 2002, is now available. 

It is called The Welsh Grand 
National from Deerstalker to 
Emperor’s Choice and is 
published by The History Press at 
£14.99. 

The Welsh Grand National was 
first held at Cardiff’s Ely 
Racecourse in 1895 when it was 
won by Tom Cannon’s 
Deerstalker, ridden by former Flat 
race jockey George Mawson. 

Two Aintree Grand National 
winners, Father O’Flynn (1892) 
and Cloister (1893) faced the 
starter for the 1896 race and some 
40,000 racegoers saw the 
legendary Cloister win in a 
common canter. 

Cloister was ridden by 
Welshman Gwyn Saunders 
Davies, who once won six races in 
13 days on Fairy Queen which 
must surely be a record of sorts. 

David Thomas, an amateur 
rider from Pyle near Bridgend, 
riding the mare Miss Balscadden 
won the 1926 renewal but when 
Miss Balscadden won the race 
again in 1928, George Bowden, 
the son of John Bowden of 
Rectory Farm, Merthyr Dyfan, 
Barry, was in the saddle. 

The late Mrs Posy Fewis of 
Flantwit Major, the first woman to 
be granted a licence to train under 


National Hunt rules, recalling 
Bowden told the author: “George 
was a handsome and likeable 
fellow and he rode winners for my 
father, Ralph Morel, and later 
myself.” 

The late point-to-point official 
Jack Thomas from St Athan 
recalled: “I knew George well. 
We schooled horses together in 
our younger days and I remember 
him riding a filly in the Derby, 
which is a rare thing indeed. It 
was called Stampede and was 
owned by a Dr Sixsmith of 
Cowbridge and he used to ride the 
filly on his rounds. Anyway, it 
trailed in last.” 

Evan Williams, whose father 
Fred hailed from Cowbridge and 
who was the starter at Ely 
Racecourse, could only finish 
third on the legendary Golden 
Miller in 1936 when the race was 
won by Sorley Boy. 

No story of Ely Racecourse or 
the Welsh Grand National could 
be complete without reference to 
the Morel family. Their black, red 
and white racing colours, taken 
from the family shipping line, 
were immensely popular with 
racegoers and in 1939 it looked as 
though their Waving Star would 
record a popular local victory as 
she went half-a-dozen or so 
lengths clear after jumping the 
last. 

But Jack Fawcus somehow 
conjured up a late run on Lacatoi 
to get up in the last few yards, to 
win by the shortest of short heads. 
Lacatoi, who had also won the 
race in 1935 and 1937, remains to 
this day the only horse to have 


won the race three times. 

No longer would racing take 
place at Ely Racecourse, which 
closed its gates in 1939 but Posy 
Fewis would have her day some 
years later when Wales' most 
prestigious horse race moved to 
Chepstow Racecourse. 

The book is well illustrated 
throughout and former National 
Hunt champion jockey Peter 
Scudamore MBE, in his foreword, 
wrote: ‘The book is an engrossing 
study that not only documents the 
history of the great race, but also 
charts the development of 
National Hunt racing. The various 
former venues of the race, Cardiff 
and Newport, are beautifully 
described in the book,’ and goes 
on to say: ‘The book not only 
recalls the legendary trainers and 
jockeys that have won the race, 
but also the lesser known without 
whom National Hunt racing would 
not exist.’ 

The author said: “As a young 
man in the 1950s, I worked at the 
defunct Ely Racecourse as an 
assistant to the groundsman 
marking out football and rugby 
pitches and the only reminder then 
that it had once been a racecourse 
was an old grandstand which was 
demolished in 1961. 

“Eittle did I think then that one 
day I would write about the 
legendary horses and riders that 
had graced the Ely and Chepstow 
turf, and it has been a privilege to 
record their fine achievements for 
all time.”

WALES won the Rugby 
League European 

Championship for the first 
time in five years after 
convincingly beating Ireland 
30-4 in Bray on Saturday 
evening. 

Only needing a win or draw to take 
the title for the seventh time, drawing 
level with France in title wins, Wales 
were given a good game by the Irish 
and took their chances to virtually 
wrap the game up before the break. 

It was a fitting end to an exciting 
80th anniversary European 
Championship tournament that had 
seen the closest competition since the 
new four-team structure was first 
introduced in 2010. 

There were early chances at both 
ends. Some good Irish defence kept 
Wales out after they won a penalty on 
the halfway line. 

Ireland lost a chance to score soon 
after that as a hopeful kick bounced 
over the dead ball line. 

Courtney Davies kicked well for the 
first penalty and did even better second 
time around, reaching the 10 metre 
line. 

Wales won a scrum after that set 
enabling Dalton Grant to keep up his 
scoring record by grounding in the 
corner. Davies converted. 

Ireland pressed for a levelling score 
and Liam Finn's cheeky chip almost 
fooled the Welsh defence but it was 
cleared up at the second attempt. 

After Wales fumbled in the next set, 
Ireland Elliot Cosgrove was stopped in 
his tracks on the fifth tackle. 


Then Wales got a second try out of 
nothing after Casey Dunne dropped a 
high bomb and Lewis Reece was 
quickest to react, running in for Wales' 
second try. Davies converted. 

Ireland bombed an almost certain 
try after a ball was dropped from a 
grubber kick and Wales made them 
pay. 

From a penalty, Steve Parry dived 
over from dummy half on 33 minutes 
for one of his trademark tries. Davies 
goaled again to make it 18-0. 

Five minutes after that, Rhodri 
Lloyd took advantage of a loose ball to 
run over in the comer for Wales' fourth 
try on 38 minutes. Davies’ kick was 
short but Wales were still 22-0 up at 
the break. 

Some good defence prevented 
Dalton Grant getting Wales’ fifth 10 
minutes after the break but Wales 
continued to take advantage of sloppy 
Irish defensive errors. 

After winning a scmm from a 
dropped ball, Elliot Kear, on a repeat 
set after that, forced his way over with 
Davies converting before adding a 
penalty to make the score 30-0. 

Wales were denied their first shut 
out in 23 years last Friday when France 
scored with seven minutes to go. This 
time, it got to 72 minutes, when 
following two successive penalties, 
Callum Mulkeen scored in the comer. 
Finn sliced his kick wide. 

It was, however, only consolation 
for Ireland as Wales finished 30-4 
winners and deserved European 
champions for 2015.

( Wales’ loss could be 
New Zealand’s gain 

N EWS that Warren Gatland will be stepping down as the 
Wales head coach in 2019 and returning home to coach in 
New Zealand, was perhaps less of a surprise than the timing 
of the announcement - a full four years before the next Rugby 
World Cup in Japan. 

“I have been away long enough. I am here until 2019... and then the 
plan is definitely to go home... I am 52, so hopefully I have quite a few 
years left coaching,” he said. 

While the pull of home is understandable, after seven years away from 
home and family (hiraeth is something every Welsh exile can relate to), 
one wonders if the decision was made easier by the regime changes at 
the WRU and the departure last week of group chief executive Roger 
Lewis, with whom he had forged a successful working relationship. 

In a nudge to prospective suitors, who will surely not be slow in 
coming forward in the land of the long white cloud, the highly-respected 
former All Black, who has won two Six Nations Grand Slams with 
Wales since taking over in 2008, and has also led a successful British & 
Irish Lions tour to Australia, added teasingly that if he wasn’t involved 
in Super Rugby or provincial rugby - “I may have to go to the beach for 
six or 12 months, put my feet up, and take a break!” 

Somehow, it doesn’t seem likely that he will be allowed to cool his heels 
for long and the proud Kiwi could well get a call from the All Blacks 
should their World Cup-winning coach Steve Hansen decide to step 
down, just as Graham Henry did after winning the crown in 2011. 

Gatland will have the perfect chance to stake an early claim when he 
takes Wales on a three-test tour to his homeland in the summer. 

Remarkably, he could create something of a record by becoming the 
third former head coach of Wales (after Henry and Hansen) to go on to 
coach the illustrious All Blacks. Should that happen, no-one will 
begrudge it, for Welsh rugby already owes him (and Lewis) a huge debt 
of gratitude.
